But what if the Church whoſe Authority it ſaid, 
they nut ſubmit to, will not allow them to believe what 
they ſee. My firſt reply is, That here is a confh- 
fion of Notions, for belief is properly of things 
that are not ſeen, as the Apoſtle deſcribes it, ergy- 
nremtum non apparentium, and hath Authority for 
motive; whereas light or ſeeing is an inſpection 
into the thing ſeen, and creates a knowledge of it. 
Secondly, not to recede from his mode of Speech, 
lama ſtranger to ſuch a Church, and think it im- 
poſlſible to impoſe upon any Man a command mot 
to believe what he ſees. For though it may and doth 
often fall out, that a Man believes what he ſees 
not, yet in true Philoſophy it can never happen 
that a Man may not believe what he ſees, and 
therefore ſuch a command is ranged amongſt the 
impoſſibles. I well. know where his ſcruple is, and 
what he would be at ; tis the Adorable Myſtery

Victor of Utica brings in Focundus an Arian, thus 
arguing with _ Theodorick, If thou put Armo- 
gaſtus to death, the Romaniſts will proelaim him 4 
Martyr. Victor. Utic. hb. 2. de perſec. Vandal. And 
Gregory of Tours recounts of an Arian King, who 
ſeeing a nuracle wrought by a Catholic, concludes 
that this was 4 device of the Romaniſts, Since 
therefore in the vulgar Speech and Records of old 
days, Roman and Catholic are Synonina, the King 
had much reaſon todeclare, That none conld be that 
Church, but that which is called the Roman-Catholic= 
Church. And a rational account is given why the 
word Roman was not expreſſed in the two Creede, 
nor in the Ritual of Baptiſin. 

From the Church of Rome not denying the 
validity of Baptiſm to thoſe who are out of her 
Communion, he u thus, From whence it is to

He 
grants it was, how then came it to paſs that in af- 
ter Ages ſhe became ſo obſcure, and as it were in- 
viſible? He replies, by Diviſſons; but if in both 
States of the Church there were diviſions, how 
happens it, that the Cauſe remaining the ſame, 
ſhould not work the ſame Effect? Was there any 
Mark, Rule, or Standard, by which the Church 
was known amidſt her firſt Diviſions, which af- 
terwards diſappeared ? If not the Church may be 
equally viſible in both her States, now if at the riſe 
ot any Hereſie, the Apoſtles, and after them the 
Apoſtolick Men, uſed all means ta ſuppreſs it, either 
by Preaching, Catechizing, writing againſtit, and 
meeting in full Aſſemblies for the Comdemnation 
of it, by ſtigmatizing both the Hereſy, and its 
Author, cutting him off from the Body of the 
Church, if I ſay by theſe means the infant Church 
was rendred as viſible as a Town, ſcituate on a 
Mountain, or a Light upon a Candleſtick, then

For 
we do not charge her for not Sun theſe 
things, at leaſt upon a pinch, but for erring againſt 
her own profeſſion, and deſerting that Church to 
which all theſe Authorities bear teſtimony, and 
of which her Progenitors, and firſt Reformers had 
been Members, and from whoſe hands ſhe recei- 
ved whatſoever ſhe had, either of . Scripture , 
Creeds, Councils, or Tradition, conſequently 
whoſe jud t ſhe was bound to follow 3 for the 
Eaſtern Churches even by the profeſſion of. Pro- 
teſtants being lapſed into Hereſies, there was then 
no viſible Church in Being but ſuch as was in 
Communion with the Church of Rome, which ne- 
ver went out of any elder than her ſelf, and out 
of whom the Church of Exgland ſprang. It ſeems 
be would have the Controuerſie betwixt ws put upon this 
iſee, that is, the three Crredi, four Councils, and Tra- 
dition. But who ſhall be Umpire, the inſtructing, 
or inſtructed Party ? This diſcourſe in the mouth 
of a Proteſtant againſt Presbyterian, Anabaptiſt, or 
Quaker would be ſound, though at the ſame time 
a ſel-condemnation in the Church of England.

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The King goes on, Chrift left pomer in his Church 
ever to forgive ſors, & c. He replys, But where then 
was the Roman. Catholic Church > Undoubtedly 
where now it is, one and the ſame, from whence 
all other pretended Churches went out, ſhe never 
departing from any Church, that was elder than 
her ſelf. If ſhe had, I doubt not bat her Eagle- 
ey d adverſaries would long ere this have brought 
— light the Fathers, the —_— — AU 
elſe in oppoſition againſt her, and ſinee they 
never did, nor can, their plea againſt her is com- 
mon to all whoever oppoſed true Church. 
In a good Senſe therefore ſhe alone remains Heir 
general to the Apoſtles, as to thoſe giſts which were 
not perſonal but giyen by Chriſt for the neceſſary 
ſupport and government of her ſelf, which is to 
continue untill the conſummation of Time. And 
though he ſeems ſurpriſed that God ſhould keep 
Mar more from Error than from Sin. Jet if he re- 
calls but to mind that ſome of the Prophets were 
led into truths by the holy Spirit, and were great 
Sinners at the ſame time, and that all the Prophets 
(though infallible in delivering ſuch truths as God 
put into their mouths) yet were obnoxious to fin, 
the miraculous ſarprize will ceaſe, and the reaſon 
why- infallibility is neceſſary, and not impecca- 
bility, is manifeſt, becauſe without the firſt the 
Church could not ſubſiſt, for if once ſhe makes 
Shipwrack of her Faith, ſhe is no more a Church, 
an effect not ſo proper to ſin.

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lives. I anſwer yes, for either by Miracles — 
in confirmation of their Infallibility, or any other 
way they could have an aſſurance of it. As to a- 
ny conceſſion that the Church may err in d 
Princes, if he means ſhe may err in the deciſion 
Truth, or deſinition of Faith about it, he is pure- 
ly beholding to himſelf for that conceſſion, not 
to the Bing, or — elſe I know of, who only 
engage for her inerrability in delivering what ſhe 
recerved from Chriſt. and his Apoſtles by an un- 


 Interrupted-Tradition, and in conformity to this 


Rule, the Church of Rome, with all thoſe in Com- 
munion with her, (the reft either by Here- 
fie, or Apoſtaey being divided from her) was 
judge even of the Scripture it ſelf what was Cano- 
nical, what not, or elſe it had been impoſlible for 
the Church of Exgland to have known any thing 
of. Truth concerning that Point; there being no 
other Church to inform her, but what had forfeit- 
ed her Credit by manifeſt Hereſie, and that owned 
by the Church of Exgland, this is a vindication of 
the Ring againſt three of his Paragraphs. 

The Bing having put the queſtion,by what Autho- 
rity Men ſeparate themſelves from that Church? He re- 
plies that they have not ſeparated themſelves from 
the Catholick and Apoſtolick Church, but are disjoyned 
from the Roman Church; that we may keep up the 
Stricker Union with the truly Catholick and Apoſtalick 
Church.

- firſt. general Councils, then certainly the Arias, 


Neſtorian, 
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Neftorians, Eutichiant, and the Eaſtern Churches 
above-mentioned, cannot be parts of the Catho- 
lick Apoſtolick Church, becauſe they hold not 
the Apoſtolick Doctrine contain'd in thoſe Creeds, 
and Councils. But beſides thoſe Churches, there 
were no other in Being at the time of. Separation, 
but thoſe Churches, which were in: communion 
with the Church of Rowe, conſequently the Church 
of Erglend going out from them, ſeparated 
her felt from the Catholick, Apoſtolick Church, 
and therefore unleſs he can prove the Church of 
Rome to have deſerted any other elder Church 
than her ſelf by Uſurpation or otherwiſe, his Sto- 
ry of an qe wr will be but a Shift, and may au- 
thoriſe all Rebellion, either in Church or State. 
The laſt Paragraph is, ſince Proteſtants do charge 
the Church of Rowe with Impoſition of new Articles 
of Faith, the King deſires. to know who is to be 
judg of that, whether the whole Church, the Sueceſſi- 
on whereof hath continued to this Day without Inter- 
ruption: or particular Men who have raiſed Schiſms 
to their own Advantege, The Roman Church ha- 
ving been in Poſſeſſion of all thoſe Truths (now 
queſtioned by the. Men of. the Church of Exg- - 
land) nothing can be more unreaſonable than to 
deveſt her of her juſt Poſſeſſion, and to require 
her to fall a proving : whereas this ought to be the 
Province of thoſe, who under the Pretence of In- 
novation revolted from her. For either they muſt 
make good their charge, or elſe by all Laws they 
ſtand condemned, and ſhe remains juſtified. Where- 
fare ſince at the. time of ſeparation, ſhe _ 
the-.- 
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the Papal Supremacy, and other Articles to have 
deſcended to her by an univerſal Tradition, who- 
ever queſtions the Title, muſt convince®her of 
that pretended Uſurpation , and then as it is well 
obſerved by the King, who ſhall be judg in that 
caſe? To have anſwered the Royal Paper, this 
Method he ſhould have minded, which in diſputes 
of another Nature, I doubt not but he would 
have Practiſed. However after his challenging the 
Church to prove her Poſſeſſion, he proceeds to 
declare, that the Proteſtants being now by fal- 
ling from the Church of Nome (of whom they 
were once a part) at Liberty, betook themſelves 
to the Examination of the Popes Supremacy, and 
other Articles of the Council of Trent, by Scrip- 
tures, Fathers, and Councils, but could find no- 
thing in any of them to make out that Supremacy, 
or any Article now in diſpute. But ſtill the Bing 8 
Queſtions preſſed upon them, who ſhall be Judge ? 
Is not this a Preſident for all Rebellion, either in 
Church or State? They have neither Scripture, 
Tradition, Councils, nor Fathers, but what th 

had from the Roman Church, and at the 
Breach, they were in number very Inconſiderable 
and yet by a ſtrange Preſumption they pretend to 
have a clearer Sight into thoſe Principles, than that 
Church, who gave them their very Being in Chri- 

ſtianity. bu” 
believe, were this Gentleman to argue againſt 
thoſe Sects that have ſpawn'd from the Church of 
England, he would not ſuffer a pride ſo intol- 
lerable, as to prefer their own ſenſe in Scriptures, 
or 
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or the Rule of Faith before that Church that gave 
them the Rule. Well, but hin fniſbed this in- 
quiry, What did they do? He goes on thus? Ar- 
zicler of Religion were drawn up, wherein the Serife of 
our Church mas delivered agreuble to Scripture uni 
- Antiquity, not the private fenſe of particular” Mew. If 
they be Articles of Religion, then they are Arti- 
cles of Faith; if ſo, they muſt come by Divine - 
Revelation, either by the way of Holy Scripture, 
Tradition, or otherwiſe. Now I beſeech him to 
declare in which of theſe principles are all, or any 
of theſe negative Articles contained; as #o pray- 
ing to Saints, no Purgatory, no reverencing of Images, 
#0 Tranſubſtantiation, and the like, with which the 
nine and thirty Articles are ſtuft ? Clearly this is 
a new Creed, which neither the Eaſtern, nor We- 
ſtern Churches did ever profeſs to hold : Nor 
will it avail to reply, that nothing of praying to 
Saints, Purgatory, or the like is to be found in the 
Scriptures or Antiquity (which notwithſtanding 
is a manifeſt illufion ) for if they be Articles of 
Religion, or of Faith, he muſt bring poſitive Texts 
to alen them, by which all perſons ſhould be 
obliged to believe them, and ſo to Sacrifice their 
Lives for them, if occaſion ſhould be; otherwiſe 
the Creed-makers will be lookt upon as Cheats, 
and their new Creeds as the deluding Fancies of 
particular Men, As to the advantages of the Cler- 
gy in the Church of Rome, I muſt needs confeſs 
they are very conſiderable, and therefore not 
likely to be loſt by any Reformation in Religion, 
ſince it an Angel from Heaven ſhould _ it, 

E ey; 
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are caution'd not to receive him: But that 
— be againſt, and Princes for the 
ef Rome, is as ſurprizing as that a Cl 
may be byaſt, and a Prince unbyaſt, a Bleſlng 10 
ſignally fallen from Heaven upon the Prince who 
no reigns, and his bleſſed Brother, that no ad- 
vantage under Heaven can be thought ſo power 
ful as to have byaſt them in their Choice.

Churches which own themſelves Fallible, that is, 
both apt to deceive and be deceived, are but in a 
Tottering ſtate. What follows in this Paragraph 
is a Recrimination barely cenſuring, without pro- 
ving, ſome Tenets of the Catholic Church, as pure 


Faney. 

The Thread of the King's Diſcourſe 'being 
ſtill the ſame, He concludes, So, that according to 
this Doctrine there is no other Church nor Interpreter 
of Scripture but which lies in every mans giddy Brain. 

y which he may be aſſured the Ring calls that 
only a giddy-Brain, which ſtands in oppoſition to 
the great Authority of the Church interpreting 
Scripture. But ſays the Anſwerer, Let mens Brains 
be as giddy as they are ſaid to le, they are the beſt

aculties 
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Faculties they cam make uſe of for the underitanding 
of Scriptures, or any thing elſe. Undoubtedly they 
are with that Aſſiſtance of an infallible Church, 
which God has given them, fince many things, to 
be underſtood there, are out of the reach of 
Man's private Reaſon, which he makes uſe of to 
find out his Guide, being as viſible as a City upon 
a Hill, or a Light on a Candleſtick, and then ſub- 
mits to her Interpretation of Scripturesz ſo that 
the infallible Church lies not in every Man's giddy 
Brain, but is as viſible as the Sun. 

Upon the winding up of this Difcourſe, the 
King deſires to know of every Serious —_—_ 
of theſe things whether the great work of our Salvation 
ought to depend upon ſuch a Sand ion as 
this. Upon this Propoſal of the 'S, he runs 
out into an airy Excurſion againſt the Church of 
Rome, under a pretence of a nem Faith, hatch'd in 
the Council of Trent; which being an aſſertion, 
as voluntary as tis Sandy, it leaves the Church un- 
attack*t, and ſtill ſtanding upon a Rock. But 
I appeal ſays he, to any ingenious Man, whether be 
doth not as much build upon his own Judgment, who 
chooſeth the Church, as he who chooſeth the Serip- 
ture for his Rule. The anſwer is eaſy 5 2 
certainly a Man hath more reaſon to rely up- 
on his own Judgment in finding out the Ch 
than the Scripture, ſince the one is a Noon-day 
Light, and may be diſcovered by every one, the 
other 1s 1n the dark, and ſo might continue, if 
not diſcovered by the Light of the Church. He 
advances; for the Church car never be a Rule with- 


ont 
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out the Scriptures, but the Scriptures may with the 
Church. It ſeems this Gentleman has forgot there 
was a Church before the Scriptures were written, 
and conſequently a Rule; nay, ſome Ages paſſed 
before a Collection of the Books of Scripture was 
made, and owned by the Catholic Church (for 
certainly the Apoſtles, and Apoſtolick Men did not, 
when they went to convert the World by Preach. 
ing, bring about Waggons laden with Bibles to e- 
very Pariſh, and even in St. Irene his time there 
were many barbarous Nations Converted that 
could neither Write nor Read) the Church then 
was the only Rule without the Scripture; but 
without light fromthe Church, there could be no 
certainty of Scripture, either as to the Book it ſelf, 
or to the Copy, or the Tranſlation or Sence of it. 
He puſhes farther, it is no ſuch eaſy matter to find 
the Churches Infallibilfty in the Scripture. 


I anſwer there is no abſolute neceſſity of findin 
it in the Scripture, ſince the Church was foun 
out, before the new Teſtament was in Being, and 
if God's ſpecial good Providence had not given 
us the Scriptures to our great Comfort, yet the 
Church notwithſtanding would have ſtill been viſi- 
ble to the World's End, and therefore when we cite 
thoſe texts of Scripture about Chriſt”s being with his 
Church ts the end of the World, about the Power to 
forgive Sins, about God's Labourers, Hubandry 
and the like, tis only ad abundantiam, and toſhew 
the advantages the Church hath over her Enemies, 
even at their own Weapons. But, in his opinion, 

F 2 theſe 
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theſe Texts of Scripture do as effeFually prove the 
infallibility of the Church of England as of the Church 
of Rome. But I beſcech him, how can a Charch 
but of yeſterday, and whoſe Negative Articles of 
Faith were lately Coined, dure from Chriſt to the 
World's end. 

The laſt thing the Wing charges upon thoſe who 
reſiſt the truth, and will not ſichmit to this Church, is 
that they draw their arguments from implications 
and far fetehꝰd interpretation, at the ſame time that 
they deny plain and poſitive words ; which ir ſo great 
4 diſingerity that it not al moſt to be thought, that 
they can believe themſelves, This I percerve touches 
to the quick, bnt truth, though ſhe cuts, muſt ſtill 
be amiable. 1s it, ſays the Anſwerer, to deny 
truth, to argue from implications, and to deny plain 
and poſitive words of Scripture, to ſay we muſt not 
worſhip- Intages, we muit make God alone the Object 
of holy Worſhip. I reply, it is, for nothing of this is 
to be found in Scripture; and, if the word Hage 
had been in the Commandments, as it is not ( the. 
Original ſignifying a graden thing) yet it would 
be an implication, or far-fetch*d interpretation, be- 
cauſe it is ſingled out, and ſnatch't from the con- 
text, which gives life to the words, importing 
Divine Worſhip : Nor is it any where expreſſed, 
Fhat God alone is the Object of holy Worſhip : Though 
it may be deduced thence, that worſhip to holy 
things is refer*d to God alone as the only final Ob- 
Jet of all ſuch Worſhip. Again, to ſay that Chriſt's Ia 
ſtitution of the Euchariſt in both kinds is a Command 
to the Lay- people to receive it in both kinds, is an 
implication» - 
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implication en Inſtitution with a Com- 
mand, which are very different. For Matrimony 
was In ſfituted by God, yet I know no Man by 
virtue of the Inſtitution' commended to Marry. 
Laſtly, The diſcourſe of St. Paul touching the un- 
derſtanding of our Prayers meddles not with the 
publick, or ſettled Liturgy of the Church, as may 
be evinced from the Chapter it ſelf. So that for 
any of thoſe Examples there is neither plain nor 
poſitive words of Scripture on their ſide. Let us 
now change ſides, and ſee how it ſquares. with the 
Catholic Party: They aſfirm Bread to be changed 
into the Body of Chriſt, becauſe of theſe plain 
and poſitive words, 7his it my Body; this is true, 
becauſe the words are ſo plain that they import 
no implication of Impoſſibility, or Abſurdity, (a 
Rule obſerved by the Fathers in the underſtand- 
ing of Scriptures literally ) but againſt this there 
lyes an Objection, That it is as plain and poſitive 
in Scripture, that God has Eyes, Ears, Hands and 
Feet. My reply is, That there is an Implication 
of Impoſſibility, which appears not in the plain 
Senſe of theſe words, This is my Body. He preſs. 
ſes to know the difference betwixt theſe two Pro- 
poſitions, A Rock is ChriiF, and This is my Body. 
I anſwer, That had it been thus, Bread: is my Bo- 
dy, there had been none, for then both Propo- 
ſitions would have imply'd an Impoſſibility. But 
the words-being This is my Body, the words are 
plain, as to their Senſe, that they inferr neither 
Impoſſibility, nor Abſurdity, ſince by theſe omni- 
potent words the Bread is changed into the wg 
OT. 
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of Chriſt, which neither is impoſſible to God, nor 
abſurd to do; and therefore in thoſe places where 
Chriſt is ſaid to be Bread, *tis always with ſome . 
Emphaſis, as the Bread of Life, this Bread, or the 
Bread, which clearly imports an Analogy. 
The Concluſion of this Royal Paper, is, That if 
the Civil Magiitrate pleaſes he may turn the Prote- 
ſtant Church either to Presbytery, or Iadependency, or 
indeed to what he pleaſes, for this was the way of our 
pretended Reformation in England, and by the ſame 
Rule, &e. This he tells the Ring is an wkind re- 
quital to the Church of England, for her Zeal in 
aſſerting his Majeſties power againſt a foreign Ju- 
riſdiction. But Truth, methinks, when uttered 
with defign of publick good, ought never to be 
taken unkindly, eſpecially from the Pen of a King; 
and if it ſeems an ill reguital, I am ſure it is a worſe 
complement to palliate one Errour with another. 
The King's reaſon is to the purpoſe ; for, as our 
Princes lately, notwithſtanding all Laws Divine 
and Humane, did by their Regal Power cancel a 
Religion which 'came into this Nation with Chri- 
ſtiamty, and was Eſtabliſhed by more ſtrong and 
forcing Laws, than ever gave Being or Preſerva- 
tion to the Church of Exgland : For beſides a 
thouſand years Preſcription, and the Immunities 
and great Priviledges of the Clergy, it was fo Fen- 
ced with the great Charter of England, Magna 
Charta, that nothing but the forcing of this, could 
rume that: As, I ſay, ſome Princes have by their 
power wrought a change from that Religion into 
210ther, how much more is it in their hands to 


turn 
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turn the Proteſtant Church into Presbytery or In- 
dependency ; ſince Proteſtancy is but of a freſh 
date, and hath no other Foundation, but what i; 
common to Presbytery or Independency ; all of 
them being built on private interpretations of 
Scripture ; ſaving a Being from the breath of the 
Civil Magiſtrate, by an eſtabliſhment in the Law ; 
and, therefore, if the Law be mutable, the Religi- 
on will be mutable. Nor does it avail him to ſay, 
The Rule of our Religion is unalterable, being the Holy 
Scripture, but the _ it is under the Law. 
For Presbytery once eſtabliſhed by Law, will ſpeak 
both Law and Scripture as loud as he. Thus ends 
the Vindication of the two Royal Papers Long 
may they dure in the hands and hearts of all thoſe 
who love Truth.

tive of thoſe great conflicts which ſhe ſuffered in

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her Soul, upon the only neceſſary work of her 
Converſion to God. And, why a Paper ſo inno- 
cent, left by ſo great a Lady as a Legacy to her 
Friends, ſhould raiſe the Spleen of ſo great a Gy- 
ant to that degree as to tear it in pieces, and thus 
torn to disfigure it, and thus disſigured, to expoſe 
it, would have been a ſubject of t wonder, 
were it not obvious to ſuſpect the unhappy Genius, 
that moved him. But fince ſhe has gamed the 
point ſhe aim'd at, and ſo well fatisfied her Friends, 
even to the Conviction of many Ad verſaries, and 
to the admiration of all. I ſhall ſo recollect the 
Senſe of her Paper, by Deſign and Artifice diſ- 
jointed, that put together it will cement it ſelf, 
and the native Beauty will appear more reſplen- 
dent by his Neighbouring Shade. 

The firſt attempt upon her Paper is from her 
own Conceſſion which is thus, I am not able, or if 
were, would I enter into Diſputes with any Body:

Providence can ſo temper ſecond Cauſes, that e- 
ven without Miracle he can work a thouſand Con- 
verſions of Souls from Errour to Truth, without 
any Diſpute 3 but he urges farther, How could one, 
bred up in the Church of England, and ſo well in- 
Frudbled in the Doctriner of it ever ſatisfy herſelf in for- 
faking the Communion of it, without inquiring into, 
and comparing the DroFrines and Prattiſes 2 
Churches? If this will give him Content, I doubt 
not but all this may be, and is frequently perform- 
ed without —. Body; for the being 
now ſo well knowing in the rines and Practi- 
ſes of the Church of Erglard, ſhe had no more 
to do, but to make Inquiry into the Doctrines and 
Practiſes of the Church of Rome, and ſo by com- 
paring them together, as in the colliſion of two 
Flints, might by her own Induſtry ſtrike out that 
Fire, and that Light, which might both comfort 
her Soul, and light it to the ſecure Haven of E- 
ternity. But this he adds, was ot to be preſumed

confeſs your fru one a. And if the- Apoſtles 
as 1 them their Succeſfors, had power to. git 
and retain ſins, there muſt be an Obligation in o- 
thers to. confe/7 them, otherwiſe that power had 
been uſeleſs. Praying for the Dead is allo frequenit- 
ly grounded upon Scripture, and though her Roy- 
al Highneſs ſeems to have been ſomewhat confirm- 
ed in the belief of it, by the conceſſion of the 
two Biſhops, yet ſhe no where affirm'd that to be 
the ſole Motive to change her Religion, but only 
that it added more to her deſire of being « Catholic. 
The Places uſually cited for the Infallibility of the 
Church, he would perſwade us may as well be ap- 
ly'd to other Churches, as to the Roman; but 
uſe I have already proved the Roman to be that 
one Catholic Church, I ſhall ſuperſede from any fur- 
ther trouble at the preſent. From Chriſt's promiſe 
of being with the Church to the end of the World 
(and ſhe now believing no other Church, to be 
that Church, but that which is calle> the Roman) 
ſhe makes this inference, That our Saviour would not 
permit the Church to give the Laity the Communion 
in one kind, if it were not lawful ſo to do. This Il- 
lation is evident; for otherwiſe, he would not be 
with his Church to the end of the world. 


From this excellentDifcourſe of her Royal High- 
nefs, tis an mmvincibte Truth, that all the force of
